The seed stock spread from one farm another, farmer 
after farmer adopting the golden Guernsey through the de- 
scendants the old foundation stock.

The western men referred were farmers from the wheat 
belt. They represent class men who passed through 
several years single cropping, which resulted discourage- 
ment, because the low prices wheat. 
the wave propaganda favor the dairy cow pro- 
ducer all-year-round cash income, many single crop 
farmers turned diversified farming and dairying. 

Note this point. The additional number 
farmers who thus owned dairy cows did not cause sudden 
increase the number cows and the quantity dairy 
products available for the market. The existing cattle were 
merely disseminated from the dairy centers into the new 
sections. The nation’s production milk and milk products 
not subjected such degree fluctuation that 
annual crops, except, course, the regular seasonal varia- 
tion. controlled principally the number produc- 
ing dairy cows, which turn controlled natural repro- 
duction.

They renounce dairying, diversified farming, and flock again 
the golden promise wheat. 

Wheat staple product, and our farmers are entrusted 
with the duty producing large share the world’s 
supply. All credit due the wheat farmer for his part 
agriculture. But,—wheat does not provide monthly 
income; does not contribute the soil from which grows; 
and, with any other single crop, next year’s production 
and price are only conjectural.

What Proposes Do,—and How 


need for research that the improvement 

dairy cattle and efficiency handling 
products warrants extensive indicated Dr. 
Larson, Chief the Bureau Dairying, inter- 
view with the writer which discussed the plans this 
newly created bureau the United States Department 
Agriculture. 

requires time make efficient dairy cows out

amount production very 
largely hinges the economy 
production.

The Bureau Dairying integral unit the United 
States Department Agriculture now the process 
organization. The library, files, and auditing and account- 
ing systems are being transferred from the Bureau Ani- 
mal Industry, which the Bureau Dairying was until 
recently divisional unit. Kemper has been trans- 
ferred from the office Zappone, disbursing officer, 
the capacity administrative assistant the Chief the 
Bureau Dairying. Obviously, the dairy activities formerly 
conducted under the supervision the Bureau Animal 
Industry will revert the new bureau. This shift carries 
with the transferral 150 employees the erstwhile 
Dairy Division. Funds for use the Bureau Dairying 
during the present fiscal year amount approximately 
$400,000. 

The major projects that have engaged the attention 
the Dairy Division for several years will receive the con- 
tinued study the new administrative unit.

These studies will deal primarily with dairy sanitation and 
milk plant management. Such investigations have for their 
purpose the avoiding losses unsalable low grade 
milk and effecting economies the preparation fluid 
milk and cream for delivery. Work will done bacte- 
riological and physical changes milk and cream and studies 
will conducted labor requirements and the efficiency 
dairy machinery. For instance, the most efficient method 
cleaning milking machines and other dairy utensils will 
determined comparative studies. The disagreeable 
flavors imparted market milk different feeds and how 
avoid this undesirable condition will subject for study 
the section devoted market milk Then, 
the factors milk transportation and the operation city 
milk plants will come within the scope study this new 
bureau the Department Agriculture. 

nutrition barn and laboratory have been completed 
recently Beltsville, Maryland, for the use the Bureau 
Dairying. Dr. Edward Meigs, who charge this 
nutrition laboratory, states, nutrition dairy cows 
particularly adapted for chemical study.

Yet, the average pro- 
duction the 61,200 cows whose records have been tabu- 
lated 6,274 pounds milk and 257 pounds butter fat. 
The average dairy cow the United States, according 
estimate, produces only 4000 pounds milk and 160 pounds 
butter fat year. Thus, the cows enrolled cow testing 
associations produce about sixty per cent. more butter fat 
than the average production all the dairy cows this 
country. 

The Bureau Dairying, with respect administration, 
will organized according projects and not accordance 
with divisions. illustrate: Formerly, $100,000 were 
appropriated for dairy manufacturing investigations, that 
sum was invariably used that section division. Accord- 
ing administration funds projects, might found

MILWAUKEE MILK SITUATION 


Guernsey Milk Under the Guernsey Name 


BOUT seventeen years ago one man the vicinity 
Milwaukee had vision that milk from Guernsey cows 
could marketed Guernsey milk. John Williams put 
few bottles his grip and went into Milwaukee and left 
these few the homes samples. The next day when 
came around leave more was told that had left 
cream the day before and that they kenw did not expect 
leave that all the time. advised then that what 
left was pure Guernsey milk which expected deliver 
every day. From this small beginning his trade grew until 
had put one wagon and finally few more. The 
business kept growing until sold out one the dairy 
companies. 

This went until about three years ago when the various 
dairies Milwaukee put out grade milk known grade 
Guernsey milk which was pasteurized product. The de- 
mands for this developed the merits the product only, 
special effort had been made push it. last 
January the dairies were distributing about 50,000 pounds 
day this grade Guernsey milk. was this time they 
decided drop the word and call just grade 
milk. the same time they reduced the fat content 
mixing some low testing milk. The Guernsey breeders 
objected this very seriously and called general meeting 
Guernsey men Milwaukee, Ozaukee and Waukesha 
Counties. The matter was discussed and due the excessive 


amount snow which made the roads impassable, more 
meetings were held until the latter part March. The first 
part April organization was formed known the 
Guernsey Milk Producers Co-Operative. The following men 
were elected office:

Chairmen the various districts were appointed solicit 
membership. the present time the membership consists 
about 165 Guernsey breeders.

ducts, which all paid would amount about $7000 
year. first the dairies agreed deduct this from the milk 
checks but later refused it.

They finally 
did agree try out and put grade milk the market 
known Guernsey milk. The.large dairies were 
not favorable this but would accommodation 
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and would only fill the orders they came in. Three 
the smaller dairies agreed market the Guernsey milk 
exclusively along with their regular milk. the middle 
June, headquarters for the organization was established 
Milwaukee that the sales promotion the milk could 
handled more efficiently. 

the first August, six the milk distributors Mil- 
waukee started distribute Guernsey milk known 
“the bottle with the yellow cap.” The Guernsey men are 
determined that pure Guernsey milk shall marketed 
such and expect stick until this accomplished.

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CLASSIFICATION THE NATIONAL EXPLAINED 
Discussion Each Class 


UST the recent passage House Resolution 7113 pre- 

sents new epoch the rapid development the dairy 
industry, each National Dairy Exposition annual 
epochal mark the onward and ever upward march one 
the greatest industries the country. From modest 
beginning 1905 the National Dairy Show has continually 
enlarged and become more significant with each passing year, 
and the 1923 Exposition, which was held Syracuse, New 
York, was proclaimed the “‘most successful show its 
history.” 

However, fast has been the development this 
great Exposition, the Guernsey breed dairy cattle has 
kept pace with it, and one year followed another has 
experienced rapidly growing popularity, evidenced not 
only the number animals exhibition, but the 
quality and uniformity type the entries well. 
competition thus becomes increasingly keen, the fact cannot 
too fully appreciated that only the most creditable ani- 
mals must shown. order make this possible the 
fullest sense every effort must expended interest the 
smaller breeder exhibiting his cattle. readily granted 
that many the best animals the breed are located the 
smaller, though often more carefully selected herds, and 
these breeders who must induced bring their best 
animals the Show and enter them the ring. 

The following brief discussion the various Guernsey 
classes the National Dairy Show, and the awards and 
premiums offered each, together with few remarks 
concerning the choice animals include the herd. 


THE HERD 

should the chief object selecting the show herd 
choose animals that may shown many individual 
single classes possible, and that may the same time fit 
into the various groups. order work this out the 
best advantage well have many the animals 
closely related possible. Brothers and sist may 
shown their respective single classes and addition may 
used the Produce Dam group; and they are full 
brother and sister they may also grouped form the 
Get Sire class. using care selecting related animals 
and cattle bred the exhibitor, entirely possible then 
show one animal five classes, that is, the individual, 
the produce dam, the get sire, and the calf and young 
herd classes. This facilitates the greatest economy the size 
the herd necessary take the show secure maximum 
results. 

The several classes for Guernseys may conveniently 
divided into three separate groups follows: The bull, 
male classes, including the championships; the cow, 
female classes, with championships; and the groups and 
awards. 


The male groups are, course, headed the aged bulls, 
with base date age four years, these being followed 
order the three, and under four year olds; the two, and 
under three year olds; eighteen months, and under two year 
olds; one year, and under eighteen months; and the bull calf 
class, consisting animals four months old and under one 
year. may noted here that junior calf class shown 
the National. This holds true for both sexes, and com- 
ing common practice the larger shows and state 
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fairs throughout the country. This class was eliminated 
chiefly because the difficulty attempting judge 
animals small junior calves, calves dropped after 
April the current year. The rules read then that 
animal born after April the current year shall eligible 
for any 

The bull are usually considerably smaller the 
average than the cow classes, evidenced the fact that 
the Show last fall the largest class male animals had 
only sixteen entries, while the corresponding class the 
female groups had total thirty-four animals. Since the 
base date age for the sire the Exhibitor’s Herd two 
years, the two year old class bulls usually one the 
largest. Many breeders not bring aged bull unless 
outstanding animal, but prefer show younger ani- 
mal his individual class and then head the aged herd with 
him. The senior calf class usually one the largest, not 
the largest class, because the fact that animals this 
age, properly selected suggested above, can shown 
several classes good advantage. 

The aged bull class, although rather small rule, usually 
presents very stiff competition for only the outstanding 
animals that have been consistent winners throughout the 
circuit that are brought the National. 

The remaining classes, the three year olds and the senior 
yearlings, are only mediocre size, the younger classes being 
the larger. seldom that any outstanding animals are 
shown these classes, although, course, the junior cham- 
pion must come from them. 

The winners their respective classes, from the senior 
calf class the senior yearling class inclusive, are eligible 
for competition for the junior championship. This offers 
three animals from which choose the junior champion. 
The senior champion bull selected from the winners 
the four, three and two year old classes, making again three 
animals eligible for competition. The winners the junior 
and senior championship honors then contest for 
the grand championship the show. One can hardly make 
comprehensive statement concerning the possibilities 
the contest for the grand, all depends the individuals 
showing that particular show. Any individual that has 
gone far as.the grand championship mighty good indi- 
vidual any case, and, generally speaking, the placing usu- 
ally resolves itself into the problem balancing combi- 
nation size and capacity the one animal, against superior 
smoothness, refinement and quality the other. Often the 
younger animal will show little more smoothness and 
refinement than the older, while the latter may have greater 
size and capacity, with little more ruggedness and greater 
constitution. 


the case the females have one additional class 
with which contend. The base date age for the cows 
five years, rather than four with the bulls. The aged cow 
class, then, consists animals five years age over. 
Following these their respective order are the four year 
olds, the three year olds, the two year olds, the senior year- 
lings, (eighteen months and under two years), the junior 
yearlings, (one year, and under eighteen months), and the 
senior heifer calves. these groups animals, the aged cow 
class probably attracts the most interest and the majority 
the breeders would rather win than any other individual 
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class the ring. always contains large number en- 
tries, for practically every herd has least one aged cow 
worthy showing, and the larger breeders enter two animals 
they are particularly good individuals. the National 
last fall there were just two dozen entries this class and 
many them were outstanding animals from the standpoint 
production well type. 

The remainder the female classes are characterized 
the large number entries and always attract greater inter- 
est than the corresponding bull classes. Here that the 
final word pronounced the contest for the combination 
form and function dairy cows, contest that growing 
increasingly intense from year year. the twenty-four 
entries the aged cow class referred above, four Class 
Leaders appeared the top ten placings, and the blue ribbon 
cow this class was one time world’s champion producer 
class EE. Because the large number entries all 
these classes the competition naturally very keen and 
any animal that places well any one them deserv- 
ing great deal credit. 

The senior heifer calves dominate the ring general 
rule far the size the class concerned, and always 
brings out promising display fine individuals. Because 
its unwieldly size exceedingly difficult class 
judge and the first ten individuals certainly meet success- 
fully very stiff competition. 

going from these classes the championships, there are 
four classes from which choose the senior champion, 
rather than three the bull classes, but only three 
the case the junior champion. champion usually 
has good record the Advanced Register well being 
splendid conformation. The junior champion usually 
features quite strongly later the Get Sire and the Pro- 
duce Dam classes and may lead the Breeder’s Young 
Herd. 

Generally speaking, the senior champion makes little 
better showing than the younger animal because her 
greater size and the fact her being milk, thus showing her 
udder development better advantage. For these reasons 
takes awfully good junior champion win over the 
older cow for the grand. 

Two classes that always create great deal interest 
from the ringside are the Advanced Register classes for cows 
with official records begun over four years age and for cows 
having official records begun under four years age. 
last year’s Show the base date age for this class was five 
years, but now modified indicated above. The great- 
est value this class lies the fact that splendid cri- 
terion the progress the Guernsey breed making its 
attempt secure combination type and production 
the animals the breed. cow eligible for this class 
must have record for 300 days over, that exceeds the 
Advanced Register requirement for her class fifty per 
cent. This class, while relatively small size present, 
becoming increasingly popular and bringing out better 
and better quality each year. 

The next class interest the female line that 
Produce Dam, which consists the produce one cow, 
two animals either sex. The chief aim forming this class 
get animals uniform type and size possible. 
two bulls two heifers are shown together that present 
striking similarity type and conformation they stand 
much better chance winning than when older animal 
exhibited with junior animal, even though the two latter 
may excellent individuals. Practically all the larger 
breedérs have least one entry and often two entries 
this class, thus making the competition very keen. 


for Advanced Register cows showing with two 
her progeny only fairly well filled because the fact 
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that the cow must, course, entered the Advanced 
Register and she, with her progeny, must owned the 
exhibitor. This then, eliminates the opportunity for breed- 
select from another breeder’s herd. Last 
fall there were only four entries and the grand champion 
cow the show headed the winning group showing with her 
three year old daughter that placed second her class and 
with heifer that was eighth her class, thus giving plenty 
quality this class even though small. 


Groups 

The Get Sire class one the most important groups 
the whole Show and much effort being expended inter- 
est the breeders this class and increase the value the 
awards granted. the “sire half the herd”, and the 
the pudding the eating”’, the proof the 
value the sire the quality his offspring, this should 
sufficient justification for attaching increasing importance 
this class. very inspiring class since there are usually 
eight twelve groups four animals each, either sex, all 
showing the greatest uniformity possible and world 
quality. 

The other class which headed male animal the 
one consisting bull entered the Advanced Register 
shown with four his Advanced Register daughters. The 
daughters must all two years old, over, but they need 
not owned not bred the exhibitor, and cows that have 
completed full Advanced Register requirements are also eli- 
gible for competition. These rather lenient rules, together 
with the large cash awards attached this class should tend 
attract good number entries. Notwithstanding these 
facts, there was only one entry this class last fall and 
was later brought out, the Advanced Register sire heading 
this group was the sire the grand champion bull the 
Show. However, the rules governing this class have been 
left unchanged this year, but the cash awards have been in- 
creased great deal, that there should increased 
interest displayed this fall. really very important 
class and deserving greater credit than indicated 
former entries. 


Herp Groups 


There are yet remaining for discussion four classes which 
may called the “herd groups.” They are made 
the Exhibitor’s Herd, Breeder’s Young Herd, Dairy Herd, 
and the State Herd. The first three these have five 
entries each, the distinguishing feature between them being 
the individual eligibility requirements. 

The Exhibitor’s Herd consists bull two years old 
over; cow three years old, over; one two year old heifer; 
one yearling heifer; and one senior heifer calf. All the ani- 
mals shown this group must have been entered their 
respective single classes. thus have bull, cow, and 
three heifers ranging age from two year olds down 


senior calves. When one can secure animals that are uni- 


form size for their ages, this makes very striking group 
and one deserving great deal attention. 


The Breeder’s Young Herd entries, indicated the 
title this class, must all bred the exhibitor, and 
consists bull under two years age, two yearling heifers, 
and two senior calves. This arrangement the animals 
the group offers even greater for the selection 
animals showing uniformity size and breed type. 
larger class the whole than the one previously discussed, 
and since all the entries must bred the exhibitor, one 
may get very good idea the type young animals the 
various breeders are developing. 


The Dairy Herd perhaps important its respective 
class the Get Sire class its division. class five 
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year old, over cows, exhibited this group, all 
which have dropped living calf and all owned the ex- 
then have combination type and production 
and splendid opportunity for showing uniform lot 
cows milk. That this class coming the front proven 
the observation that the 1919 National there were only 
two entries, both shown the same exhibitor, while the 
1923 Show there were nine groups competition represent- 
ing seven different herds. 

The State Herd class one that itself has several par- 
ticular advantages. receives large cash awards and the 
requirements for eligibility are not especially strict, yet 
very seldom that this class filled. Perhaps the greatest 
objections lie the fact that each herd must contain ten 
animals and least five states must represented the 
ring before the class was considered filled. The first these 
obstacles has been alleviated certain extent for this 
year’s Show the reduction the size the group 
eight animals. This should lend quite incentive the 
class. addition these regulations the rules now require 
that not more than three animals may entered single 
herd any one individual firm, and that all the animals 
must entered the single classes. possible then that 
three breeders individuals any one state may cooperate, 
two entering three animals each and the third two animals. 
This the minimum size for any group men wishing 
form association for state herd. The class shall consist 
one bull, two years old, over; one bull, under two years 
age; three cows, three years old, over; one heifer, two 
years old and under three; one yearling heifer and one heifer 
calf. This makes very complete group eight animals, 
and greater effort and cooperation should expended 


make this one the largest and most consistent features 
the Show. 


Tue Prizes, AWARDS, AND SPECIAL PREMUMS 


The cash prizes offered the Guernsey classes the 
National Dairy Show are virtually the same those granted 
the other dairy breeds. all classes the Show, with the 
exception the class for bulls entered Advanced Register 
and the State Herd class, both which cash awards are 
given only the high six groups, cash awards are offered 
for the first ten placings. Furthermore, only many prizes 
are awarded any one class there are exhibitors present 
the Show. the individual classes thirty dollars offered 
for first prize aged bull and aged cow, while twenty-five dol- 
lars the maximum for the remainder the individual 
classes. the case the former classes, second prize 
twenty-five dollars; third and fourth, twenty dollars each; 
fifth, and seventh, fifteen dollars each and eighth, 
ninth, and tenth, ten dollars each. The latter classes are 
awarded twenty dollars each for second, third and fourth 
winnings; fifteen dollars for fifth, sixth and seventh prizes 
and ten dollars each for the last three placings. Ribbons 
are given the ring those winning cash prizes, the color 
the ribbon designating the premium won, and are classi- 
fied follows: first premium, blue; second, red; third, white; 
fourth, pink; fifth, yellow; sixth, dark green; seventh, light 
green; eighth, brown; ninth, gray; tenth, light blue; and 
championships, royal purple. 

The three Herd Classes, e., the Exhibitor’s Herd, Breed- 
er’s Young Herd, and the Dairy Herd, are awarded prizes 
equivalent those given the aged bull and cow classes, 
while the Advanced Register cow shown with two her 
progeny, the Get Sire, and the Produce Dam classes 
receive cash awards equal value those granted the 
younger classes with twenty-five dollars the highest prize. 


the value the prizes offered any one class may 
used indication the importance that class, then 
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the Advanced Register bull shown with four his Advanced 
Register daughters, and the State Herd class are far the 
outstanding classes the Show. The first prize for the for- 
mer class $100, second, seventy-five dollars; third, sixty 
dollars; fourth, fifty dollars; fifth, forty dollars; and sixth, 
thirty dollars. may noted that prizes are given only 
six placings this class. For the State Herd the first prize 
$250, followed $150 for second prize, and grading down 
twenty-five dollars each placing with fifty dollars the 
minumum award, this being given for sixth position. This 
class offers the best possibilities any group for making 
large cash winning. The winning group this class not only 
receives full reimbursement for this honor, but because 
the restriction demanding that all animals entered the 
regular classes, they are thus given opportunity win 
additional awards. Since the National being held one 
the mid-west states this fall, this class should one the 
chief attractions the Show. 

The senior and junior championships both the male 
and female classes are each granted ten dollars, while the 
grand champions are awarded appropriate silk banners. 

large banner also awarded the premier breeder 
winning the most money. Credit apply this award 
given all single classes and all groups wherein all ani- 
mals entry are bred one breeder even though this 
breeder not the exhibitor nor the owner the animals 
the time they are exhibited. “breeder” animal 
designated the owner the dam time service. 
breeder may thus have animals entered several exhibitors 
and the event that any one complete entry had been bred 
one breeder the premiums won this entry may then 
applied the premier breeder’s banner. 

similar banner presented the premier exhibitor who 
the winner the most money. Contrasted with the above 
awards, the exhibitor must the owner the animals, 
although may not the breeder, credit being allowed for 
winnings both the single and group classes, 


The Hartley Trophy silver cup given the 
winner the Produce Dam class, provided the exhibitor 
the winning group the breeder the animals making 
the group. This last stipulation sometimes causes the trophy 
given the second prize winner, since the rules for this 
class open competition not demand that the exhibitor 


the breeder. 


The Peer Challenge Cup offered for four animals, the 
progeny one bull. This trophy was presented THE 
AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE the late Frank 
Peer, who had been closely associated with the advancement 
pure bred live stock for many years. offered 
annually the such exhibitions the Executive 
Committee may elect. was offered for the first time 
the 1917 National Dairy Show, but was not successfully 
competed for until the 1920 National which time was 
won Mountain Brothers, lowanola Farms, Des Moines, 
Iowa. 


The rules governing the awarding this trophy are rather 
rigid, demanding that the progeny two bulls must 
shown group must consist four animals, 
three which are females, and least one milk; the same 
progeny any one bull cannot awarded the trophy more 
than once; the sire and progeny must registered the Herd 
Book THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE credit 
given only the progeny, even though the sire 
shown; and the exhibitor must own all the animals any one 
entry, although the owner the bull need not the owner 
the progeny. This cup perpetual competition. 
the 1923 Show there were three entries for this competition,
